A  BILL 

Granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Couigress  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Interstate  Eorest  Eire  Protection  Compact. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  is  hereby  given 

4  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Eorest  Eire  Protection 

5  Compact,  as  hereinafter  set  out.  Such  compact  reads  as 

6  follows :

“aeticle  I 

“The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective 
prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
region  of  the  United  States  by  the  development  of  inte¬ 
grated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  maintenance  of  adequate 
forest  fire  fightmg  services  by  the  member  states,  by  pro¬ 
viding  for  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the 
compacting  states  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are 
party  to  other  Eegional  Eorest  Eire  Protection  compacts 
or  agreements,  and  for  more  adequate  forest  protection. 

“aeticle  II 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  immediately  as 
to  those  states  ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of 
the  states  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  which  are  contiguous 
have  ratified  it  and  Congress  has  given  consent  thereto.  Any 
state  not  mentioned  in  this  article  which  is  contiguous  with 
any  member  state  may  become  a  party  to  this  compact, 
subject  to  approval  Ijy  the  legislature  of  each  of  the  member 
states. 

“aeticle  III 

“In  each  state,  the  state  forester  or  officer  holding  the 
equivalent  position  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  control 
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shall  act  as  compact  administrator  for  that  state  and  shall 
consult  with  like  officials  of  the  other  member  states  and 
shall  implement  cooperation  between  such  states  in  forest  fire 
prevention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall 
coordinate  the  services  of  the  niemher  states  and  provide 
administrative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
this  compact. 

“There  sliall  he  estal)lished  an  advisory  committee  of 
legislators,  forestry  commission  representatives,  and  forestry 
or  forest  products  industries  representatives  which  shall 
meet  from  time  to  time  with  the  compact  administrators. 
Each  member  state  shall  name  one  member  of  the  Senate 
and  one  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  who  shall 
be  designated  by  that  state’s  commission  on  interstate  co¬ 
operation,  or  if  said  commission  cannot  constitutionally 
designate  the  said  members,  they  shall  he  designated  in 
accordance  with  laws  of  that  state;  and  the  (Jovenior  of  each 
member  state  shall  ai)point  two  representatives,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  associated  with  forestry  or  forest  products  industries 
to  comprise  the  membershi])  of  the  advisory  committee. 
Action  shall  he  taken  by  a  majority  of  the  compacting  states, 
and  each  state  shall  he  (aititled  to  one  vote. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  and,  in 
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accordance  with  need,  from  time  to  time,  revise  a  regional 
forest  fire  plan  for  the  member  states.

“Whenever  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  a 
member  state  requests  aid  from  the  state  forest  fire  control 
agency  of  any  other  member  state  in  combating,  controlling 
or  preventing  forest  fires,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
forest  fire  control  agency  of  that  state  to  render  all  possible 
aid  to  the  requesting  agency  which  is  consonant  with  the 
maintenance  of  protection  at  home. 

“article  V 

“Whenever  t1u'  forces  of  ;niy  member  state  are  render¬ 
ing  outside  aid  pursuant  to  the  re(|uest  of  another  member 
state  under  this  compact,  the  employees  of  such  state  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the  state  to  which  they 
are  rendering  aid,  have  the  same  powers  (except  the  power 
of  arrest),  duties,  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  as  com¬ 
parable  em])loyees  of  the  state  to  which  they  are  rendering 
aid. 

“No  member  state  or  its  officers  or  employees  rendering 
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outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  eouipact  shall  be  liable  on 
account  of  any  act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  maintenance,  or 
use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies  in  connection  therewith; 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  relieving 
any  person  from  liability  for  his  own  negligent  act  or  omis¬ 
sion,  or  as  imposing  liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  ornis- 
sion  upon  any  state. 

2‘All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereinafter, 
that  may  arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state 
or  under  the  laws  of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a 
third  state  on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  a  recpiest  for 
aid,  shall  Ix'  assumed  and  l)Oi-ne  by  the  requesting  state. 

‘‘Any  mem])er  state  rcardering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
this  compact  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  mendjer  state  receiv¬ 
ing  such  aid  for  any  loss  oi-  damage  to,  or  expense  incurred 
in  the  operation  of  any  equipment  answering  a  recpiest  for 
aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials,  transportation,  w^ages, 
salaries,  and  subsistence  of  employees  and  maintenance 
of  equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such  request: 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any 
assisting  member  state  from  assuming  such  loss,  damage, 
expense,  or  other  cost  or  from  loaning  such  equipment  or 
from  donating  such  service  to  the  receiving  member  state 
without  charge  or  cost.

"Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  limit 
or  restrict  the  powers  of  any  state  ratifying  the  same  to 
provide  for  the  prevention,  control  and  extinguishment  of 
forest  fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enactment  or  enforcement  of 
state  laws,  rules  or  regulations  intended  to  aid  in  such  pre¬ 
vention,  control  and  extinguishment  in  such  state.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
I  the  bill  (S.  3032)  granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to 
the  Middle  Atlantic  interstate  forest-fire  protection  compact,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it 
'  do  pass  with  amendments. 

This  bill  grants  the  consent  of  Congress  to  a  compact  for  cooperation 
!  in  preventing  and  suppressing  forest  fires  among  Delaware,  Maryland, 

I  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia. 

[i  The  committee  amendments  would  make  necessary  changes  so  as 
I  to  set  out  correctly  the  compact,  as  it  has  been  approved  by  Pennsyl- 
j  vania,  Delaware,  and  New  Jersey;  and  would  strike  out  section  2  of 
s  the  bill.  Section  2  would  have  provided  advance  consent  to  any 
y  State  to  become  a  party  to  the  compact  and  is  not  needed  since  the 
1  compact  does  not  provide  for  States  additional  to  the  sLx  named 
!  States’  becoming  parties  to  the  compact.  The  compact  is  more  fully 
described  in  the  attached  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
except  that,  as  corrected,  it  does  not  provide  for  the  advisory  commis¬ 
sion  referred  to  therein.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of  Janu¬ 
ary  25  for  a  report  on  S.  3032,  a  bill  granting  the  consent  and  approval 
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INTERSTATE  FOREST-FIRE  PROTECTION  COMPACT 


of  Congress  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  interstate  forest  fire  protection 
compact. 

We  favor  enactment  of  S.  3032  if  amended  so  that  it  is  identical 
with  H.  K.  9567,  a  similar  bill  introduced  by  Congressman  Thompson 
which  has  been  ratified  by  three  member  States — Delaware,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  New  Jersey. 

This  bill  would  grant  approval  of  Congress  to  a  compact  by  certain 
Middle  Atlantic  States  to  obtain  cooperation  in  preventing  and 
suppressing  forest  fires.  It  would  provide  for  individual  State  fire 
plans  and  an  integrated  regional  fire  plan.  Compact  administrators, 
one  from  each  State,  would  guide  the  compact  with  the  assistance  of 
an  advisory  committee  representing  legislators,  forestry  commissions, 
and  forest  industry.  A  State  requesting  aid  would  be  required  to 
assume  costs  for  States  rendering  aid.  The  bill  would  provide  that 
the  compact  shall  not  affect  any  existing  or  future  cooperative  relation¬ 
ship  or  arrangement  between  any  Federal  agency  and  a  member 
State  or  States. 

The  interstate  compact  proposed  in  S.  3032  would  be  helpful  in 
attaining  greater  protection  against  the  losses  from  forest  fires  in  the 
member  States  and  would  not  obligate  the  Department  unless  it  ac¬ 
cepted  responsibilities  under  article  VII.  That  article  states  that  the 
compact  administrators  may  request  the  Forest  Service  to  act  as  a 
research  and  coordinating  agency  of  the  compact  and  authorizes  the 
Forest  Service  to  present  to  the  compact  administrators  its  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  This  Department 
could  accept  the  research  and  coordinating  responsibilities  under 
existing  authority  and  without  additional  direct  Federal  expenditures. 

The  differences  between  H.  R.  9567  and  S.  3032  are  not  of  signifi¬ 
cance  to  this  Department.  However,  enactment  of  S.  3032  unless 
amended  so  that  it  contains  the  same  language  as  H.  R.  9567  would 
require  reconsideration  by  the  three  States  which  have  ratified  H.  R. 
9567. 


The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

CONSENT  TO  MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  IN¬ 
TERSTATE  FOREST  FIRE  PRO¬ 
TECTION  COMPACT 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (S.  3032)  granting  the  consent  and 
approval  of  Congress  to  the  Middle  At¬ 
lantic  interstate  forest  fire  protection 
compact  which  had  been  reported  from 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  For¬ 
estry,  with  amendments,  on  page  2,  at 
the  beginning  of  line  1,  to  strike  out: 

“middle  ATLANTIC  INTERSTATE  FOREST  FIRE 
PROTECTION  COMPACT 

"Article  I 

“The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  pro¬ 
mote  effective  prevention  and  control  of  for¬ 
est  fires  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  of  the 
United  States  by  the  development  of  inte¬ 
grated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  maintenance 
of  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  services  by 
the  member  States,  by  providing  for  mutual 
aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the  com¬ 
pacting  States  of  the  region  and  with  States 
which  are  party  to  other  regional  forest  fire 
protection  compacts  or  agreements,  and  for 
more  adequate  forest  protection. 

"Article  II 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  Im¬ 
mediately  as  to  those  States  ratifying  it 
whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of 
Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia,  which  are 
contiguous  have  ratified  it  and  Congress  has 
given  consent  thereto.  Any  State  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  article  which  is  contiguous 
with  any  member  State  may  become  a  party 
to  this  compact,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
legislature  of  each  of  the  member  States. 

"Article  III 

“In  each  State,  the  State  forester  or  officer 
holding  the  equivalent  position  who  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  forest  fire  control  shall  act  as 
compact  administrator  for  that  State  and 
shall  consult  with  like  officials  of  the  other 
member  States  and  shall  Implement  coopera¬ 


tion  between  such  States  in  forest  fire  pre¬ 
vention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  States  shall  coordinate  the  services  of 
the  member  States  and  provide  administra¬ 
tive  Integration  in  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  compact. 

“Ther€  shall  be  established  an  advisory 
committee  of  legislators,  forestry  commission 
representatives,  and  forestry  or  forest  prod¬ 
ucts  industries  representatives  which  shall 
meet  from  time  to  time  with  the  compact 
administrators.  Each  member  State  shall 
name  one  Member  of  the  Senate  and  one 
Member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  who 
shall  be  designated  by  that  State’s  commis¬ 
sion  on  Interstate  cooperation,  or  if  said  com¬ 
mission  cannot  constitutionally  designate 
the  said  Members,  they  shall  be  designated 
in  accordance  with  laws  of  that  State;  and 
the  governor  of  each  member  State  shall 
appoint  two  representatives,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  associated  with  forestry  or  forest 
products  industries  to  comprise  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  advisory  committee.  Action  shall 
be  taken  by  a  majority  of  the  compacting 
States,  and  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formu¬ 
late  and,  in  accordance  with  need,  from 
time  to  time,  revise  a  regional  forest-fire  plan 
for  the  member  States. 

I  “It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member 
!  State  to  formulate  and  put  in  effect  a  forest- 
fire  plan  for  that  State  and  take  such  meas¬ 
ures  as  may  be  necessary  to  integrate  such 
forest-fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest-fire 
plan  formulated  by  the  compact  admin- 
listrators. 

"Article  IV 

“Whenever  the  State  forest-fire  control 
agency  of  a  member  State  requests  aid  from 
the  State  forest-fire  control  agency  of  any 
other  member  State  in  combating,  con¬ 
trolling,  or  preventing  forest  fires,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  State  forest-fire  control 
agency  of  that  State  to  render  all  possible 
aid  to  the  requesting  agency  which  is  con¬ 
sonant  with  the  maintenance  of  protection 
at  home. 

"Article  V 

“Whenever  the  forces  bf  ■  any  member 
State  are  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
the  request  of  another  member  State  under 
this  compact,  the  employees  of  such  State 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of 
the  State  to  which  they  are  rendering  aid, 
have  the  same  powers  (except  the  power  of 
arrest),  duties,  rights,  privileges,  and  im¬ 
munities  as  comparable  employees  of  the 
State  to  which  they  are  rendering  aid. 

“No  member  State  or  its  officers  or  employ¬ 
ees  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this 
compact  shall  be  liable  on  account  of  any 
act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  main¬ 
tenance,  or  use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies 
in  connection  therewith:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  reliev¬ 
ing  any  person  from  liability  for  his  own 
negligent  act  or  omission,  or  as  Imposing 
liability  for  such  negligent  act  or  omission 
upon  any  State. 

“All  liability^  except  as  otherwise  provided 
hereinafter,  that  may  arise  either  under  the 
laws  of  the  requested  State  or  under  the 
laws  of  the  aiding  State  or  under  the  laws  of 
a  third  State  on  account  of  or  in  connection 
with  a  request  for  aid,  shall  be  assumed  and 
borne  by  the  requesting  State. 

“Any  member  State  rendering  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  reim¬ 
bursed  by  the  member  State  receiving  such 
aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense 
Incurred  in  the  operation  of  any  equipment 
answering  a  request  for  aid,  and  for  the  cost 
of  all  materials,  transportation,  wages,  sal¬ 
aries,  and  subsistence  of  employees  and 
maintenance  of  equipment  Incurred  in  con¬ 
nection  with  such  request;  Provided,  ’That 


nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any 
assisting  member  State  from  assuming  such 
loss,  damage,  expense,  or  other  cost  or  from 
loaning  such  equipment  or  from  donating 
such  service  to  the  receiving  Member  State 
without  charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  State  shall  provide  for  the 
payment  of  compensation  and  death  benefits 
to  injured  employees  and  the  representatives 
of  deceased  employees  in  case  employees  sus¬ 
tain  injuries  or  are  killed  while  rendering 
outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact,  in  the 
same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  as  if  the 
injury  or  death  were  sustained  within  such 
State. 

“For  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term 
‘employee’  shall  include  any  volunteer  or 
auxiliary  legally  Included  within  the  forest- 
fire  fighting  forces  of  the  aiding  State  under 
the  laws  thereof. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formu¬ 
late  procedures  for  claims  and  reimburse¬ 
ment  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  member 
States. 

"Article  VI 

“Ratification  of  this  compact  shall  not  be 
construed  to  affect  any  existing  statute  so  as 
to  authorize  or  permit  curtailment  or  dim- 
unitlon  of  the  forest-fire  fighting  forces, 
equipment,  services,  or  facilities  of  any  mem¬ 
ber  State. 

“Nothing  In  this  compact  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  limit  or  restrict  the  powers  of  any 
State  ratifying  the  same  to  provide  for  the 
prevention,  control,  and  extinguishment  of 
forest  fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enactment  or 
enforcement  of  State  laws,  rules,  or  regula¬ 
tions  intended  to  aid  in  such  prevention, 
control,  and  extinguishment  in  such  State. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  affect  any  existing  or  future  co¬ 
operative  relationship  or  arrangement  be¬ 
tween  any  Federal  agency  and  a  member 
State  or  States. 

"Article  VII 

"The  compact  administrators  may  request 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  to  act  as  a 
research  and  coordinating  agency  of  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  forest  fire  pro¬ 
tection  compact  in  cooperation  with  the 
appropriate  agencies  in  each  State,  and  the 
United  States  Forest  Service  may  accept 
responsibility  for  preparing  and  presenting 
to  the  compact  administrators  its  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  to  the  regional  fire 
plan.

Mr.  ELLENDER.  Mr.  President,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  have  printed  in 
the  Record  at  this  point  a  short  expla¬ 
nation  of  S.  3032. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  expla¬ 
nation  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

This  bill  grants  the  consent  of  Congress  to 
a  compact  for  cooperation  in  preventing  and 
suppressing  forest  fires  among  Delaware, 
Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  West  Virginia.  Somewhat  simi¬ 
lar  compacts  have  been  approved  by  Con¬ 
gress  for  the  northeastern,  southeastern, 
and  south  central  regions. 

The  committee  amendments  make  tech¬ 
nical  corrections  in  the  bill.  As  introduced 
the  bill  set  out  the  compact  (which  has  al¬ 
ready  been  agreed  to  by  three  of  the  States) 
incorrectly,  and  provided  for  consent  of 
Congress  to  additional  States  to  become  par¬ 
ties  to  the  compact.  The  committee  amend¬ 
ments  set  out  the  compact  correctly  and, 
since  the  compact  itself  does  not  provide 
for  additional  States  becoming  parties  to  it, 
the  section  giving  congressional  consent  to 
such  States  is  stricken.

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  present  consideration 
of  the  bill? 

Mr.  PURTELL.  Mr.  President,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  no  report 
on  the  bill,  I  ask  that  it  go  over. 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  Mr.  President,  I 
wonder  whether  we  could  have  the  bill 
go  to  the  foot  of  the  calendar.  We  now 
have  the  report  on  it.  It  is  a  very  short 
bill. 

Mr.  PURTELL.  We  have  just  now 
been  handed  a  copy  of  the  report.  Let 
me  make  it  perfectly  clear  that  at  this 
point  we  are  objecting  to  the  bill  only 
because  we  have  no  report  on  it.  That 
is  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  our 
calendar  committee.

The  S^ate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (Sy2(i45)  to  require  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  to  develop  farm  income  data  by 
omic  class  of  farm,  which  had  been 
ted  from  the  Committee  on  Agri- 
Iture  and  Forestry  with  amendments 
at  the  beginning  of  line  6,  to  change  the 
section  number  from  “146”  to  “147”,  and 
at  the  beginning  of  line  7,  to  strike  out 
“In  conducting  current  population  sur¬ 
veys,  the  Secretary  shall  include  and 
publish”  and  insert  “The  Secretary 
shall  collect”,  so  as  to  make  the  bill  read: 

Be  it  enacted  etc.,  That  subchapter'll  of 
chapter  5  of  title  13  of  the  United  States 
Code  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  a  new  section  as  follows: 

“§  147.  Farm  income  data:  The  Secretary 
shall  collect  annually  money  and  nonmoney 
Income  data  relating  to  per  capita  and  fam¬ 
ily  farm  income  by  economic  class  of  farm.” 

Mr.  ELLENDER.  Mr.  President,  I 
“ll  ask  unanimous  consent  that  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  S.  3145  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  at  this  point.

AN  ACT 

Granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to  the  Middle 
Atlantic  Interstate  Eorest  Eire  Protection  Compact. 

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represcnta- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  is  hereby  given 

4  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Eorest  Eire  Protection 

5  Compact,  as  hereinafter  set  out.  Such  compact  reads  as 

6  follows : 

7  “Middle  Atlantic  Inteestate  Eoeest  Eiee 

8  Peotection  Compact 

9  “aeticle  I 

10  “The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective 

11  prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
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region  of  the  United  States  by  the  development  of  inte¬ 
grated  forest  fire  plans,  hy  the  maintenance  of  adequate 
forest  fire  fighting  services  by  the  member  states,  and  hy 
providing  for  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the 
compacting  states  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are 
party  to  other  Kegional  Uorest  Fire  Protection  compacts 
or  agreements. 

‘‘aeticle  ir 

‘‘This  compact  shall  become  operative  immediately  as 
to  those  states  ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of 
the  states  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Virginia  and  l\^est  Virginia  which  are  contiguous 
have  ratified  it  and  Congress  has  given  consent  thereto. 

“aeticle  III 

“In  each  state,  the  state  forester  or  officer  holding  the 
equivalent  position  who  is  responsil)le  for  forest  fire  control 
shall  act  as  compact  administrator  for  that  state  and  shall 
consult  Avith  like  officials  of  the  other  member  states  and 
shall  implement  cooperation  between  such  states  in  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall 
organize  to  coordinate  the  services  of  the  member  states  and 
provide  administrative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  compact. 
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“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  and,  in 
accordance  with  need,  from  time  to  time,  revise  a  regional 
forest  fire  plan  for  the  member  states. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  state  to  formulate 
and  put  in  effect  a  forest  fire  plan  for  that  state  and  take 
such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  integrate  such  forest 
fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest  fire  plan  formulated  by  the 
compact  administrators. 

“aeticle  IV 

“Whenever  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  a 
member  state  requests  aid  from  the  state  forest  fire  control 
agency  of  any  other  member  state  in  combating,  controlling 
or  preventing  forest  fires,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
forest  fire  control  agency  of  that  state  to  render  all  possible 
aid  to  the  requesting  agency  which  is  consonant  with  the 
maintenance  of  protection  at  home. 

“aeticle  V 

“Whenever  the  forces  of  any  member  state  are  render¬ 
ing  outside  aid  pursuant  to  the  request  of  another  member 
state  under  this  compact,  the  employees  of  such  state  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  officers  of  the  state  to  which  they 
are  rendering  aid,  have  the  same  powers  (except  the  power 
of  arrest) ,  duties,  rights,  privileges  and  immimities  as  com¬ 
parable  employees  of  the  state  to  which  they  are  rendering 
aid.

‘‘No  member  state  or  its  officers  or  employees  rendering 
outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  liable  on 
account  of  any  act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  maintenance  or 
use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies  in  connection  therewith. 

“All  liabifity,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereinafter, 
that  may  arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state 
or  under  the  laws  of  the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a 
third  state  on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  a  request  for 
aid,  shall  be  assumed  and  borne  by  the  requesting  state. 

“Any  member  state  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to 
this  compact  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  member  state  receiv¬ 
ing  such  aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense  incurred 
in  the  operation  of  any  equipment  answering  a  request  for 
aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials,  transportation,  wages, 
salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and  equipment  in¬ 
curred  in  connection  with  such  request:  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  assisting  member 
state  from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  expense  or  other 
cost  or  from  loaning  such  equipment  or  from  donating  such 
services  to  the  receiving  member  state  without  charge  or 
cost. 

“Each  member  state  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of 
compensation  and  death  benefits  to  injured  employees  and 
the  representatives  of  deceased  employees  in  case  employees 
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sustain  injuries  or  are  killed  while  rendering  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  this  compact,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the 
same  terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sustained  within 
such  state. 

“Eor  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term  employee 
shah  include  any  volunteer  or  auxiliary  legally  iucluded 
within  the  forest  fire  fightmg  forces  of  the  aiding  state  under 
the  laws  thereof. 

‘‘The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  procedures 
for  claims  and  reimbursement  under  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  member  states. 

“aeticle  VI 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  authorize 
or  permit  any  member  state  to  curtail  or  diminish  its  forest 
fire  fighting  forces,  equipment,  services  or  facilities,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  each  member  state  to 
maintain  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  forces  and  equipment 
to  meet  demands  for  forest  fire  protection  within  its  borders 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  com¬ 
pact  were  not  operative. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  limit 
or  restrict  the  powers  of  any  state  ratif3fing  the  same  to 
provide  for  the  prevention,  control  and  extinguishment  of 
forest  fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enactment  or  enforcement  of 
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state  laws,  rules  or  regulations  intended  to  aid  in  such  pre¬ 
vention,  control  and  extinguishment  m  such  state. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  he  construed  to  affect  any 
existing  or  future  cooperative  relationship  or  arrangement 
between  the  United  States  Forest  Service  and  a  member 
state  or  states. 

“aeticle  vn 

“The  compact  administrators  may  request  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  to  act  as  the  primary  research  and 
coordinating  agency  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Forest 
Fire  Protection  Compact  in  cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
agencies  in  each  state,  and  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
may  accept  the  initial  responsibility  in  preparmg  and  pre¬ 
senting  to  the  compact  administrators  its  recommendations 
with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  Kepresentatives  of 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  may  attend  meetings  of 
the  compact  administrators. 

“AETICLE  VIII 

“The  provisions  of  Articles  IV  and  V  of  this  compact 
which  relate  to  mutual  aid  in  combating,  controlling  or 
preventing  forest  fires  shall  be  operative  as  between  any 
state  party  to  this  compact  and  any  other  state  which  is 
party  to  a  regional  forest  fire  protection  compact  in  another 
region:  Provided,  That  the  legislature  of  such  other  state 
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shall  have  given  its  assent  to  such  mutual  aid  provisions  of 
this  compact. 

'‘aeticle  IX 

“This  compact  shall  continue  in  force  and  remain  bind¬ 
ing  on  each  state  ratifying  it  until  the  legislature  or  the 
governor  of  such  state  takes  action  to  withdraw  therefrom. 
Such  action  shall  not  be  effective  until  six  months  after 
notice  thereof  has  been  sent  by  the  chief  executive  of  the 
state  desiring  to  withdraw  to  the  chief  executives  of  all  states 
then  parties  to  the  compact.” 

Seo.  2.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  Act 
is  expressly  reserved.

CONSENTING  TO  MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  INTEKSTATE 
FOKEST  FIKE  PROTECTION  COMPACT

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  3032] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(S.  3032)  granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  grant  the  consent  of  Congress  to  a 
compact  for  cooperation  in  preventing  and  suppressing  forest  fires 
among  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia, 
and  West  Virginia.  The  compact  has  been  worked  out  by  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  States  concerned  and,  the  committee  is  informed, 
has  been  ratified  by  the  legislatures  of  four  of  the  States  subject  to 
the  approval  of  Congress,  as  required  by  the  Constitution.  This  bill 
would  grant  such  approval. 

The  purpose  of  this  compact,  and  others  like  it  which  are  already 
in  operation,  is  to  make  advance  plans  for  cooperation  between  the 
States  in  preventmg  and  suppressing  forest  fires  and  to  delineate 
areas  of  action  and  responsibility  so  that  when  the  necessity  arises  all 
preliminary  steps  to  active  cooperation  will  have  been  taken. 

Similar  compacts  have  previously  been  approved  by  Congress  for 
the  following  areas:  Northeastern — ^Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont, 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  New  York.  South¬ 
eastern — Virginia,  West  Vii-ginia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia^  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Florida.  South 
Central — Mississippi,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Texas.  < 

Hearings  were  held  by  this  committee  on  four  identical  House  bills: 
H.  R.  9567,  by  Mr.  Thompson  of  New  Jersey,  H.  R.  9775,  by  Mr. 
McDowell  of  Delaware,  H.  R.  10084  by  Mr.  Rodino  of  New  Jersey, 
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and  H.  R.  10373  by  Mr.  Kelley  of  Pennsylvania.  All  are  identical 
with  S.  3032  reported  herewith. 


DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 


Following  is  the  letter  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  recom¬ 
mending  enactment  of  the  identical  bill,  H.  R.  9567:

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  requests  of 
March  7  and  February  23  for  reports  on  H.  R.  9567  and  H.  R.  9417, 
respectively,  bills  granting  the  consent  and  approval  of  Congress  to 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Forest  Fhe  Protection  Compact. 

We  favor  enactment  of  either  H.  R.  9567  or  H.  R.  9417  if  the  latter 
bill  is  amended  so  that  it  is  identical  with  H.  R.  9567  inasmuch  as  this 
bill  has  been  ratified  by  three  member  States,  Delaware,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  New  Jersey. 

These  bills  would  grant  approval  of  Congress  to  a  compact  by 
certain  Middle  Atlantic  States  to  obtain  cooperation  in  preventing 
and  suppressing  forest  fires.  It  would  provide  for  individual  State 
fire  plans  and  an  integrated  regional  fire  plan.  Compact  adminis¬ 
trators,  the  State  forester  or  comparable  official  from  each  State, 
would  coordinate  the  services  of  member  States  and  provide  admmis- 
trative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  compact. 
The  State  requesting  aid  would  be  required  to  assume  costs  of  States 
rendering  aid.  Each  State  would  have  to  assume  its  own  liability 
for  injury  and  death  benefits.  Article  VII  would  authorize  the  com¬ 
pact  administrators  to  request  the  Forest  Service  to  act  as  the  research 
and  coordinating  agency  of  the  compact,  and  the  Forest  Seiwice  may 
accept  with  initial  responsibility  in  preparing  and  presenting  recom¬ 
mendations  with  respect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  The  bill  would  not 
affect  existing  or  future  cooperative  relationship  or  arrangement 
between  any  Federal  agency  and  member  State  or  States. 

The  interstate  compact  proposed  in  H.  R.  9567  and  H.  R.  9417 
would  be  helpful  in  attaining  greater  protection  against  losses  from 
forest  fires  in  the  member  States  and  would  not  obligate  the  Depart¬ 
ment  except  as  it  accepted  responsibilities  under  article  VII.  Such 
responsibility  could  be  accepted  under  existing  authority  and  with¬ 
out  additional  direct  Federal  expenditures. 

The  differences  between  H.  R.  9567  and  H.  R.  9417  are  not  of  sig¬ 
nificance  to  this  Department.  However,  enactment  of  H.  R.  9417 
unless  amended  so  that  it  contains  the  same  language  as  H.  R.  9567, 
would  require  reconsideration  by  the  three  States  which  have  ratified 
H.  R.  9567. 


The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

Many  observers  today  are  alarmed  by^he 
similarity  between  the  utterances  of  Sociarigt 
proponents  of  public  ownership  and  those 
former  Interior  Department  officials  whose' 
philosophy  is  revealed  in  these  quotations : 

“Federally  owned  public  power  develop¬ 
ments  Include  the  basic  multiple-pmpose 
river  structures  and  power  generating  and 
transmission  facilities  required  to  deliver  the 
power  to  load  centers.”  (Oscar  L.  Chapman, 
former  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  in  an  ad¬ 
dress  before  the  CIO  in  Chicago,  Nov.  23, 
1950.) 

“The  Interest  of  the  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
terior  is  that  of  a  competitor  of  VEPCO  in 
the  sale  of  power  in  the  Roanoke  River  area.” 
(Petition  for  rehearing,  U.  S.  A.  v.  Federal 
Power  Commission  and  Virginia  Electric  & 
Power  Co.,  U.  S.  Fourth  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals,  Oct.  30,  1951.) 

“The  responsibility  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  does  not  end  until  the  power 
has  been  made  available  to  the  consumer, 
preferably  through  public  agencies  or  co¬ 
operatives.”  (William  E.  Warne,  former  As¬ 
sistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  before  the 
American  Public  Power  Association,  March 
28,  1950.) 

All  of  these  publications,  as  I  read 
them,  were  opposed  to  the  socialization 
of  industry.  They  advocate  that  private 
industry  has  been  rendering,  can  render, 
and  in  the  future  will  continue  to  be  able 
to  render  all  of  the  services  which  are 
demanded  and  which  are  economicallj 
feasible  to  individuals  who  wish  to  pi^- 
chase  power  and  services  from  prijme 
industry. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  le^n  and 
as  the  hearings  to  date  have  indicated, 
the  power  companies  do  not  d/my  or  at¬ 
tempt  to  avoid  responsibilitvi^or  any  of 
these  publications  or  thy  statements 
made  therein. 

They  admit  unequii^ally  that  they 
are  opposed  to  the  socialization  of  the 
private  power  indus^.  That  they  are 
doing  everything  /possible,  everything 
which  is  morallw^r  legally  possible  to 
counteract  theysocialistic  trend.  That 
being  true,  is  it  not  a  waste  of  time  for 
a  committe^or  for  committee  counsel 
at  the  heabings  of  a  congressional  com¬ 
mittee  t^<ask  a  multiplicity  of  questions 
attempting  to  fix  responsibility  for  these 
public^ions  or  to  obtain  an  itemized 
stat^ent  as  to  the  cost  or  as  to  who 
wr^e  particular  statements  or  para- 
Iphs. 


This  morning  there  was  almost  endless 
questioning  by  the  committee  coimsel  in 
an  endeavor  to  learn  who  paid  for  this, 
that,  and  the  other  service  and  how 
much  each  power  company  paid.  Per¬ 
mit  a  repetition.  The  public  power  com¬ 
panies  frankly  admit  that  they  made  in¬ 
vestigations,  employed  and  paid  experts, 
and  put  out  literature  and  arguments 
and  presented  them  to  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  in  an  effort  to  obtain  in¬ 
terpretations  of  the  existing  law,  which 
would  be  favorable  to  them.  In  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  secure  legislation,  if  they  could, 
which  would  enable  them  to  do  more 
business  and  to  make  more  money. 
That  is  frankly  admitted. 

As  I  understand  it,  under  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  under  our  practices,  methods, 
ways  of  legislating,  they  have  the  right 
to  do  just  what  they  did. 

I  think  to  the  desk  of  every  single 
Member  of  this  Congress  every  day  there 
come  propaganda  from  special  groups 
and  people  who  are  interested  in  one 
particular  thing.  i  know  of  no  reason, 
yof  no  law,  and  no^  practice  which  will 
top  it  or  which  condemns  the  exercisey 
orsthat  right.

keepingNihe  Members  of  the  IWuse  off 
the  floor Nrhen  the  sole  pxnpo^  of  the 
hearings  i^o  create  propag^da  or,  if 
you  prefer,  tte  ascertain  fap(5s,  when  no 
pertinent  or  r^evant  leg^ation  what¬ 
soever  will  conRi,  beforeythis  session  of 
the  Congress.

Resolved,  etc.,  ’Thafivthe  Secretary  of  the 
Army  is  authorized  ank  directed  to  donate 
and  convey  to  the  Ship^anal  Authority  of 
the  State  of  Florida  all  of  tt(e  right,  title,  and 
Interest  of  the  United  Stat^  of  America  in 
and  to — 

(1)  lands  in  Putnam  Couito,  Fla.,  ac¬ 
quired  by  the  United  States  of^Amerlca  by 
condemnation  proceedings  instltu^d  in  the 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  Sguthern 
District  of  Florida,  JacksonvUle  Divfi^pn,  as 
case  No.  356  U.  S.  J.  Civil;  and 

(2)  lands  in  Marion  County,  Fla.,  acq^wd 
by  the  United  States  of  America  by  con- 
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demnatlon  proceedings  Instituted  In  the 
United  States^lstrict  Court  for  the  Southern 
District  of  Flpda,  Ocala  Division,  as  cases

MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  INTERSTATE 

FOREST  FIRE  PROTECTION  COM¬ 
PACT 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (S.  3032) 
granting  the  consent  and  approval  of 
Congress  to  the  middle  Atlantic  inter¬ 
state  forest  fire  protection  compact. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection 
to  the  present  consideration  of  the  bill? 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  consent  and 
approval  of  Congress  Is  hereby  given  to  the 
middle  Atlantic  interstate  forest  fire  pro¬ 
tection  compact,  as  hereinafter  set  out. 
Such  compact  reads  as  follows; 

“MIDDLE  ATLANTIC  INTERSTATE  FOREST  FIRE 

"Article  I 

“The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  pro¬ 
mote  effective  prevention  and  control  of 
forest  fires  In  the  middle  Atlantic  region 
of  the  United  States  by  the  development 
of  Integrated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  serv¬ 
ices  by  the  member  States,  and  by  providing 
for  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires 
among  the  compacting  States  of  the  region 
and  with  States  which  are  party  to  other 
regional  forest  fire  protection  compacts 
or  agreements. 

"Article  II 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  im¬ 
mediately  as  to  those  States  ratifying  it 
whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the  States  of 
Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia  which 
are  contiguouse  have  ratified  it  and  Con¬ 
gress  has  given  consent  thereto. 


"Article  III 

“In  each  State,  the  State  forester  or  officer 
holding  the  equivalent  position  who  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  forest  fire  control  shall  act  as 
compact  administrator  for  that  State  and 
shall  consult  with  like  officials  of  the  other 
member  States  and  shall  Implement  cooper¬ 
ation  between  such  States  in  forest  fire  pre¬ 
vention  and  control. 

“The  compact  administrators  of  the  mem¬ 
ber  States  shall  organize  to  coordinate  the 
services  of  the  member  States  and  provide 
administrative  integration  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  compact. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formu¬ 
late  and,  in  accordance  with  need,  from 
time  to  time,  revise  a  regional  forest  fire 
plan  for  the  member  States. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member 
State  to  formulate  and  put  in  effect  a  forest 
fire  plan  for  that  State  and  take  such  meas¬ 
ures  as  may  be  necessary  to  Integrate  such 
forest  fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest 
fire  plan  formulated  by  the  compact  admin¬ 
istrators. 

"Article  IV 

“Whenever  the  State  forest  fire  control 
agency  of  a  member  States  requests  aid 
from  the  State  forest  fire^  control  agency 
of  any  other  member  ^State  in  combating, 
controlling,  or  preventing  forest  fires,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  forest  fire  con¬ 
trol  agency  of  that  State  to  render  all  pos¬ 
sible  aid  to  the  requesting  agency  which  is 
consonant  with  the  maintenance  of  pro¬ 
tection  at  home, 

"Article  V 

“Whenever  the  forces  of  any  member 
State  are  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant 
to  the  request  of  another  member  State 
under  this  compact,  the  employees  of  such 
State  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  State  to  which  they  are  render¬ 
ing  aid,  have  the  same  powers  (except  the 
power  of  arrest),  duties,  rights,  privileges, 
and  immunities  as  comparable  employees  of 
the  State  to  which  they  are  rendering  aid. 

“No  member  State  or  its  officers  or  employ¬ 
ees  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this 
compact  shall  be  liable  on  account  of  any 
act  or  omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces 
while  so  engaged,  or  on  account  of  the  main¬ 
tenance  or  use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies 
in  connection  therewith. 

“All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
hereinafter,  that  may  arise  either  under  the 
laws  of  the  requesting  State  or  under  the 
laws  of  the  aiding  State  or  under  the  laws  of 
a  third  State  on  account  of  or  in  connection 
with  a  request  for  aid,  shall  be  assumed 
and  borne  by  the  requesting  State. 

“Any  member  State  rendering  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  reim¬ 
bursed  by  the  member  State  receiving  such 
aid  for  any  loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense 
Incurred  in  the  operation  of  any  equipment 
answering  a  request  for  aid,  and  for  the 
cost  of  all  materials,  transportation,  wages, 
salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with 
such  request:  Promded,  That  nothing  here¬ 
in  contained  shall  prevent  any  assisting 
member  State  from  assuming  such  loss, 
damage,  expense,  or  other  cost  or  from  loan¬ 
ing  such  equipment  or  from  donating  such 
services  to  the  receiving  member  State  with¬ 
out  charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  State  shall  provide  for  the 
payment  of  compensation  and  death  bene¬ 
fits  to  injured  employees  and  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  deceased  employees  in  case  em¬ 
ployees  sustain  injuries  or  are  killed  while 
rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  com¬ 
pact,  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same 
terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sus¬ 
tained  within  such  State. 

“For  the  purjxises  of  this  compact  the  term 
employee  shall  Include  any  volunteer  or 
auxiliary  legally  Included  within  the  forest 
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fire  fighting  forces  of  the  aiding  State  un-  C 
der  the  laws  thereof.  v 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formu¬ 
late  procedures  for  claims  and  reimburse¬ 
ment  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  , 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  mem-  ' 

ber  States. 

"Article  VI 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  authorize  or  permit  any  member 
State  to  curtail  or  diminish  its  forest  fire 
fighting  forces,  equipment,  services,  or  fa¬ 
culties,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  and  responsi¬ 
bility  of  each  member  State  to  maintain  ade¬ 
quate  forest  fire  fighting  forces  and  equip¬ 
ment  to  meet  demands  for  forest  fire  pro¬ 
tection  within  its  borders  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  compact 
were  not  operative. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  con¬

“The  compact  administrators  may  request 
the  United  States  Forest  Service  to  act  as 
the  primary  research  and  coordinating 
agency  of  the  middle  Atlantic  Interstate 
forest  fire  protection  compact  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  appropriate  agencies  in  each 
State,  and  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
may  accept  the  initial  responsibility  in  pre¬ 
paring  and  presenting  to  the  compact  ad¬ 
ministrators  its  recommendations  with  re¬ 
spect  to  the  regional  fire  plan.  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  United  States  Forest  Service 
may  attend  meetings  of  the  compact  admin¬ 
istrators, 

"Article  VIII 

“The  provisions  of  articles  IV  and  V  of  this 
compact  which  relate  to  mutual  aid  In  com¬ 
bating,  controlling,  or  preventing  forest 
fires  shall  be  operative  as  between  any  State 
party  to  this  compact  and  any  other  State 
which  is  party  to  a  regional  forest  fire  pro¬ 
tection  compact  in  another  region :  Provided, 

That  the  legislature  of  such  other  State 
shall  have  given  its  assent  to  such  mutual 
aid  provisions  of  this  compact. 

"Article  IX 

“This  compact  shall  continue  in  force  and 
remain  binding  on  each  State  ratifying  it 
until  the  legislature  or  the  governor  of  such 
State  takes  action  to  withdraw  therefrom. 

Such  action  shall  not  be  effective  until  6 
months  after  notice  thereof  has  been  sent 
by  the  chief  executive  of  the  State  deslr- 
Ingto  withdraw  to  the  chief  executives  of  all 
States  then  parties  to  the  compact.” 

Sec.  2.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  re¬ 
peal  this  act  is  expressly  reserved.

Granting  the  consent  ami  approval  of  (''ongress  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate 
Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  cussemhJed ,  That  the  consent  and 
aitproval  of  Congress  is  liereby  given  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  Interstate 
Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact,  as  hereinafter  set  ont.  Such  compact 
reads  as  follows: 


“Middle  Atl.antic  Intekstate  Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact 

“article  1 

■i^“The  purpose  of  this  compact  is  to  promote  effective  iirevention  and 
'^i^Ontrol  of  forest  fires  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  of  the  Ignited 
States  by  the  development  of  integrated  forest  fire  plans,  by  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  adequate  forest  fire  fighting  services  by  the  member  states, 
and  by  providing  for  mutual  aid  in  fighting  forest  fires  among  the 
compacting  states  of  the  region  and  with  states  which  are  party  to 
other  Regional  Forest  Fire  Protection  compacts  or  agreements. 


“.article  ii 

“This  compact  shall  become  operative  immediately  as  to  those  states 
ratifying  it  whenever  any  two  or  more  of  the  states  of  Delaware,  Mary¬ 
land,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  which 
are  contiguous  have  ratified  it  and  Congress  has  given  consent  thereto. 

“article  III 

“In  each  state,  the  state  forester  or  officer  holding  the  equivalent 
position  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  control  shall  act  as  compact 
administrator  for  that  state  and  shall  consult  with  like  officials  of  the 
other  member  states  and  shall  implement  cooperation  between  such 
states  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control. 

»k“The  compact  administrators  of  the  member  states  shall  organize 
EJ  coordinate  the  services  of  the  member  states  and  jirovide  adminis- 
Ti'ative  integration  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  compact. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  and,  in  accordance 
with  need,  from  time  to  time,  revise  a  regional  forest  fire  plan  for  the 
member  states. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  state  to  formulate  and  put  in 
effect  a  forest  fire  plan  for  that  state  and  take  such  measures  as  may 
be  necessary  to  integrate  such  forest  fire  plan  with  the  regional  forest 
fire  plan  formulated  by  the  compact  administrators. 

“article  IV 


“Whenever  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  a  member  state 
requests  aid  from  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  any  other 
member  state  in  combating,  controlling  or  preventing  forest  fires,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state  forest  fire  control  agency  of  that  state  to 
render  all  possible  aid  to  the  requesting  agency  which  is  consonant 
with  the  maintenance  of  protection  at  home.

“Whenever  the  forces  of  any  member  state  are  renderinji  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  the  retjuest  of  anotlier  member  state  under  this  compact, 
tlie  employees  of  such  state  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  officers 
of  the  state  to  which  they  are  rendering;  aid,  have  the  same  powers 
(excej)t  the  power  of  arrest),  duties,  rights,  jirivileges  and  immunities 
as  comparable  employees  of  the  state  to  which  they  are  rendering  aid. 

“No  member  state  or  its  officers  or  employees  rendering  outside  aid 
pursuant  to  this  compact  shall  be  liable  on  account  of  any  act  or 
omission  on  the  part  of  such  forces  while  so  engaged,  or  on  account 
of  the  maintenance  or  use  of  any  equipment  or  supplies  in  connection 
therewith. 

“All  liability,  except  as  otherwise  provided  hereinafter,  that  may 
arise  either  under  the  laws  of  the  requesting  state  or  under  the  laws  of 
the  aiding  state  or  under  the  laws  of  a  third  state  on  account  of  or 
in  connection  with  a  request  for  aid,  shall  be  assumed  and  borne  by  ^ 
the  requesting  state.  'fl 


\ny  member  state  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  member  state  receiving  such  aid  for  any 
loss  or  damage  to,  or  expense  incurred  in  the  operation  of  any  equip¬ 
ment  answering  a  request  for  aid,  and  for  the  cost  of  all  materials, 
transportation,  wages,  salaries,  and  maintenance  of  employees  and 
equipment  incurred  in  connection  with  such  request :  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  assisting  member  state 
from  assuming  such  loss,  damage,  expense  or  other  cost  or  from 
loaning  such  equipment  or  from  donating  such  services  to. the  receiving 
member  state  without  charge  or  cost. 

“Each  member  state  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  comj)ensation 
and  death  benefits  to  injured  employees  and  the  representatives  of 
deceased  employees  in  case  employees  sustain  injuries  or  are  killed 
while  rendering  outside  aid  pursuant  to  this  compact,  in  the  same 
manner  and  on  the  same  terms  as  if  the  injury  or  death  were  sustained 
within  such  state. 

“For  the  purposes  of  this  compact  the  term  employee  shall  include 
any  volunteer  or  auxiliary  legally  included  within  the  forest  fire  ! 
fighting  forces  of  the  aiding  state  under  the  laws  thereof. 

“The  compact  administrators  shall  formulate  procedures  for  claims  j 
and  reimbursement  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  in  accordance  jjj 
with  the  laws  of  the  member  states. 


“aHTICI.E  VI 


“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  jiermit 
any  member  state  to  curtail  or  diminish  its  forest  fire  fighting  forces, 
equipment,  services  or  facilities,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  and  resiionsi- 
bility  of  each  member  state  to  maintain  adequate  forest  fire  hgliting 
forces  and  equijiment  to  meet  demands  for  forest  fire  protection  within 
its  borders  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  this  com¬ 
pact  were  not  ojierative. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  limit  or  restrict  the 
powers  of  any  state  ratifying  the  same  to  provide  for  the  jirevention, 
control  and  extinguishment  of  forest  fires,  or  to  prohibit  the  enact¬ 
ment  or  enforcement  of  state  laws,  rules  or  regulations  intended  to 
aid  in  such  jirevention,  control  and  extinguishment  in  such  state. 

“Nothing  in  this  compact  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any  existing 
or  future  cooperative  relationship  or  arrangement  between  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  and  a  member  state  or  states.

“The  compact  administrators  may  request  the  Fiiited  States  Forest 
Service  to  act  as  the  primary  research  and  coordinatiiifr  agency  of  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Interstate  Forest  Fire  Protection  Compact  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  appropriate  agencies  in  each  state,  and  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  may  accejit  the  initial  responsibility  in  preparing 
and  presenting  to  the  compact  administrators  its  recommendations 
with  resjiect  to  the  regional  tire  plan.  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  Forest  Service  may  attend  meetings  of  the  compact 
administrators.

Such  action  shall  not  be  effec¬ 
tive  until  six  months  after  notice  thereof  has  been  sent  by  the  chief 
executive  of  the  state  desiring  to  withdraw  to  the  chief  executives 
of  all  states  then  parties  to  the  compact.’’ 

Sec.  2.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  Act  is  expressly 
reserved.
